TFIE  chief  gladiolus  producing  sections  of  the  country  were  not 
favored  with  good  growing  weather  this  past  season.  Here  in 
the  East  we  had  too  much  rain  while  through  the  Middle  NX  est 
the  growers  experienced  severe  droughts.  The  supply  of  large 
bulbs,  therefore,  is  smaller  than  it  has  been  in  many  years 
and  the  shortage  is  more  pronounced  because  growers  have 
gradually  been  discarding  some  of  the  old  popular  kinds  in  favor  of 
the  newer  and  better  things  until  the  available  quantities  are  now 
much  below  normal. 

Buyers,  therefore,  arc  confronted  with  the  necessity  of  switching 


from  the  older  varieties  to  those  which  have  taken  their  places  with 
the  further  possibility  of  having  to  accept  the  smaller  size  bulbs. 

But  all  this  is  not  so  alarming  to  experienced  buyers  who  are 
aware  that  the  better  kinds  invariably  show  a  greater  net  return  and 
that  the  second  size  bulbs,  except  for  forcing,  are  superior  to  the 
larger  ones. 

We  have  extended  our  gladiolus  cultures,  in  both  quantity  and 
variety,  considerably,  and  have  a  nice  lot  of  bulbs  to  offer  but  we 
ask  our  customers  to  order  early  and  to  act  in  accordance  with  the 
above  suggestions.
